Rob Stockly, this year’s race chair, and his crew 
of faithful workers are keeping the narrow, rugged 
trail in good repair. The challenge has been our in¬ 
tense rain this year, but they are able to keep up. Their 
work on the trail for the last two years, after much 
devastation from fire and earthquakes, has held up 
very well. Some of the crew members with Stockly 
are Charlie Bell, Doug Dybdahl, Peter McNulty and 
Kathie Sastavickas. These volunteers deserve our 
high praise for their constant and caring hard work 
on the trail. 

This historic Sierra Madre Trail Race is the sec¬ 
ond oldest foot race in California. Only San 
Francisco's Bay to Breakers Race is older. It was first 
run here in 1908 and at that time, nmners ran to the 
top of the mile-high peak, rested for a half hour and 
returned. The present race format is to Orchard 
Camp, a halfway point up the mountain, then the run¬ 
ners turn around and return with no rest time. The 
stait/finish of the event is on city streets at Baldwin 
Ave. and Kersting Ct. There were some years when 
the run was not held but, starting in 1966, it has been 
held every year, making 19% the thirtieth annual.

Russ focused on sensing techniques that have been 
used to study Venus and Mars, the planets closest to 
and on either side of Earth’s orbit around the sun. 
Sensing techniques in a variety of wavelengths can 
tell scientists more about the weather on these plan¬ 
ets and their geological formations, he said. In fact, 
of all the planets in the solar system, these two neigh¬ 
bors have the most to tell scientists about Earth’s own 
atmosphere and changing environment, and they’ve 
already played an important role in research on sub¬ 
jects ranging from global warming and ozone deple¬ 
tion to nuclear winter. 

Remote sensing is one important way of studying 
planets and planetary atmospheres, Russ told the 
children. This technique is used by spacecraft that are 
equipped with special sensors that can measure a 
planet’s atmosphere in a variety of wavelengths— 
from radio wavelengths to infrared wavelengths to

He said she 
snubbed him a couple of times before they went out. 

Igor pulled a bright watercolor from the wall. It 
showed an organ grinder eyeing a beautiful ballerina 
longingly. “Here we are just as we were meeting for 
the first time,” he reminisced about the early de 
Kansky watercolor. 

The de Kanskys came to the United States in 1960, 
and drove coast to coast. They settled in the Silver 
district of Hollywood and Igor began painting. 
In 1962, one of his lacquered panels on display at the 
California Design Exhibit in Pasadena made the 
cover of Home magazine. That launched his career 
as well. Helga began teaching ballet in the first floor 
of their Sierra Madre hdine in 1966. She is now on 
the staff of Hamas School in Glendale. 

Igor de Kansky explains his interest in alchemy 
which led him to the lacquer technique. “Most of the 
painting involves 12 phases and a lengthy drying pe¬ 
riod.” All of his paintings shimmer with layers of 
clear resin with expressionistic shapes made with 
sheets of brass, aluminum and flat paint. 

The wall at St. Vibiana’s was completed in 1976. 
But during the work, good friend and late Sierra 
Madre sculptor Howard Whalen “would stand by the 
organ and tell me if certain lines were straight.” 

Igor also constructs interesting wood mural sculp¬ 
tures and they can be seen at Los Angeles Orthope¬ 
dic Hospital and at Claremont-McKenna College. 

He has a giant painted mural at St. Vincent’s 
, Hospital, at Prudential Savings in Salt Lake, and at 
the Water and Power building in downtown L.A. 
There is a painting on wood at the former Security 
Pacific Bank in Santa Ana. His work can be seen in 
the mosaic at Church of the Good Shepherd in 
Arcadia, and several professors at various universi¬ 
ties own de Kansky paintings. 

Igor did several paintings of the monastery in Si¬ 
ena Madre before it was razed. He has postcards for 
sale at the Creative Arts Group Gallery in Sierra 
Madie.

Faith Lutheran 

By Dann J. Ettner, Pastor 

The word of the Lord came to Jonah son of 
Amittai: “Go to the great city of Nineveh and preach 
against it, because its wickedness has come up be¬ 
fore me” (Jonah 1:1-2). But, we are told, Jonah ran 
away. Who can blame him? How many of you would 
like to go to a city and preach against it? 

God’s call for evangelism is sometimes difficult. 
Isaiah, after his first reaction to the presence of God, 
said, “Here I am, send me!” I wonder if he had any 
second thoughts, especially after God told him his 
message was to be one of doom and would make 
people angry. 

Even the simple example of what Jesus asks the 
disciples to do in Luke 5:1 -11 illustrates the difficulty 
we have in evangelism sometimes. The disciples 
were busy washing their nets after a ( 
night of fishing. Jesus asked them to throw their nets 
back into the water for another try. Peter points out 
that they had already tried during the best time for 
fishing and caught nothing. The chances for catch¬ 
ing anything now were slim. To throw their nets back 
in would mean that they would have to start the pro¬ 
cess of cleaning them all over again. Was it really 
worth it? 

We now know the answer to that because we can 
read the rest of the story. But for Jonah, Isaiah or the 
disciples, Jesus was asking something which went 
against human reason and will. Jesus was asking to 
tear down. Ecclesiastes 3:1,3b says, ‘There is a time 
for everything, and a season for every activity under 
heaven:...a time to tear down and a time to build.” 

There is a time to tear down. In theological terms 
we call this “a time to present the Law.” The fact is 
that we are all sinners. What God calls us to do is to 
tell others that they are sinners. It is necessary in a 
situation like Mal^lwM»al8 where someone sins -j^ 
against you Md you must first approach them per¬ 
sonally, then with another, then with the church. It 
is necessary to tear down whenever anyone trusts in j. 
their own efforts instead of the Grace of the Lord, j. 
Jesus Christ. e 

There is a time to build, as well. Just as there is a 
time to proclaim the Law there is also a time to pro- ^ 
claim the Gospel.
